salaries paid to him by the Equitable Trust 
company and the Mercantile Trust company 
are full pay for an active and experienced 
vice president, giving his whole time to his 
Denies Hyde’s So-Galled Rights. 

“ Mr.:Hyde has no right to accept a posi- 
tion which necessitates the withdrawal of 
any of ‘his time or attention from his 
duties as the vice presifent of the Equi- 
table Life Assurance company. 

“Under the committee’s requisition 
April 8 there will be supplied to it a record 
showing’the salaries paid by the Equitable 
Life Assurance society to the various em- 
ployés identified with Mr. Hyde... I am In- 
formed that there are cafried upon the soci- 
ety’s pay roll a number df persons who ren- 
der no service to the society but whose time 
is completely taken up im: the performance . 
of personal services to Mr. Hyde, I shall 
furnish additional details as soon as possible 
on this subject. ; 

“T find that Mr. Hyde has drawn for sun- 

y expenses from the society since Jan. 1, 

900, a sum approximating $75,000. These 
sums are variously charged to traveling ex- 
ponses, sundry expenses, end entertairment 
expenses. But little could be justified on the 
score of traveling expenges,..as Mr, Hyde's 
duties are In no wise connected , with the 
agency side of the society's business and I 
respectfully refer the subject to the mit- 
tee’s examination, as the Withdrawals under 
these headings are obviously excessive. 


‘Raided Salaries Arbitrarily. 

“ I dlso have discovered from recent exam- 
inations that Mr. Hyde has arbitrarily raised 
the salaries of certain of the society’s em- 
ployés without consultation with me or with 
any committee and without any semblance 
of authority to do so. I instance the recent 
4ncrease of Mr. McIntyre's salary from $235,- 
000 to $30,000 upon Mr. Hyde's personal di- 
rection; the salary of Charles F. William- « 
son, his personal secretary, from $5,000 to 
$7,200; the increase of the salary of W. B.. 
Bramwell from $6,000: to $7,500. 

“He [Mr, Hyde] has often been remon- 
strated with and has at times made promises 
of more careful considefation of the duty 
of his relations to the society. But these 
promises are soon forgotten and his mistakes 
have become more and more frequent and 
aggravated. 

‘* His connection with the society has 
become an argument used against the Equit- 
able by its competitors and against which 
the society’s agents confess themselves una- 
ble to make satisfactory headway.’ 

“TIT believe this to be one of the most im- 


‘portant specifications which I made in my 


statement to the committee of the twelve. A 
great amount of evidence can be submitted 
under this heading. For, two years the so- 
ciety has been in receipt of protests that. 
have come in increasing frequency, and a. 
number from the agents as to the difficulties 
they experienced by of Mr. Hyde's. 
relations to the society as an officer.” | 


Syndicate Changed Personnel. 
In his letter Mr. Hyde details the opera- 
tidns of the syndicates of which he was the 


chief figure. According to the report, “James 


H. Hyde and associates "| was not a perma- 
nent organization, but changed its onnel 
frequently. As shown in Hyde’s letter, it 
eonducted a considerable number of trans- 
actions. In nine of thes¢ the Equitable be- 
came the purchaser of gome or all of the 
securities involved. In these nine transac- 
tions securities of the par value of $9,300,000 
were handled. The total profits to the syn- 

In, two of these nine (‘transactions the 
Equitable was a party in|the syndicate, re- 
ceiving $18,397. Of the total-profits $167,741

“The net result to the soeiety of the pur- .

If the society had ac- 
quired the securities by |taking allotments 
in the original underwritings to which the 
Hyde syndicate was a party it would have 
made larger profits. The profits would have 
been greater by $186,107. ||Or if the society’s 
the syndicate had 
acted solely for the sogiety the soclety’s 
profit would have been $147,741 greater than 
it was. } 

“In this course of dealing with a corpora- 
tion which they were serving in positions 
ot the highest trust and delicacy thege offl- 
cials were guilty of a brea¢h of propriety and 
a serious breach of trust, which, so far as the 
principle of the thing is|/concerned, is not 
mitigated by the’ fact that the society has

In November, 1904, "the Equitable carried 
$2,809,000 on its books as loans to agents. 
By the transfer of the bulk of this account to 
the trust companies, says the report, it has 
appeared as a much smaller amount on the 
society’s subsequent statements. In the ma- 
jority of cases the amount of one agents 
loan, which, is carried by a trust company, is 


exactly five times the appraised value of his: 


anntial renewal. The amounts carried on the 
society’s, books are+in most cases sums in 
excess of the fivefold limit aecepted by the 
trust companies. : 
‘The company is also criticised for carrying 
excessive cash balances. The society, the re- 
port says, is not subject to.sudden or un- 
expected calls for unusually large sums in 
the regular ‘course of its business. Yet on 
Jan. 31 last it Had a cash balance of over 
$29,000,000, deposited principally with the 
National.Bank of Commerce, the Mercantile 
Trust contpany, and the Equitable Trust 
company. 
. Under(the head of “ entangling alliances 
with auxiliary companies,” the report dis- 
cusses the society’s interest in banks and 
trust companies, and says, judging these in- 
vestments either on genera! principles or on 
specific results, their wisdom is ““ gravely 
questionable.” 
Abnormal Balances Shown, 

“In the remarks under the heading, ex- 
cessive cash balances, it has been shown 
that the society carries abnor balances 
with those concerns in which/it- holds a 
considerable stock interest, and the socie- 
ty’s controller says that the reson for this 
‘must be obvious.’. The fact that the so- 
clety does not carry excessive Balances in 
institutions in whichft does not,have a large 
stock ownership indicates t these large 
balances are maintained for the purpose of 
aiding the concerns with which they are 
deposited. 

“In making these investments the society 
is concerned not merely in the amount it 
realizes in dividends as constituting.a proper 
return on the investment, but becomes ac- 
tively engaged in the bpilding up of the 
auxiliary concern im order to show appre- 
ciation in market value of the original in- 
vestment. 

‘“ Having been committed to such a policy. 
complications increase, which force the so- 
clety away from the position-of an  in- 
vestor, which it should occupy, into that 
of a promoter and manipulator, which it 
should not occupy. - Under date of Aug. 
30, 1901, President Alexander wrote to J. 
_“*T- am glad you watch the bank and 
that it is doing so well, but we must per- 
form some coup and increase its sige and 
importance. Also im the case of the Mer- 
cantile. I would like to buy a couple of'tru&t 
companies and double up that concern.’ 


/ “It seems heedless. to state that the mak- ; 


ing of ~ coups.’ to enlarge banks or the 
buying of trust companies are not proper 
subjects of concern to a life insurance com- 


pany. 
Holdings Should Be Safe, 

The report says that the society should 
purchase. neither bonds nor stocks »which 
will require manipulation or nursing. It 
should’ make no purchases of securities 
where their subsequent sale could ever be 
inadvisable for any otter reason than gen- 
etal market conditions. In other words, it 
should be a life insurance company. 

On the subject of defetred dividend poll- 
cles the report says: 

“The Equitable, in common with several 
others of the large companies, issues the 
greater.portion of its policies on the deferred 
distribution period plas. Under this system 
the excess portion of the premium is not 
returnable to the policy holders annually, but 
is retained by the society for various stipu- 
lated period of years {usually twenty years] 
and the accumulations then paid In one sum. 
The advantage which is held out to the 
policy holder under this system is that he not 
only eventually receives all the natural ac- 


cretions of his own policy, but shares of | 


those which were earned by the policy of 
those who were unable to continue them to 
the end: | 

‘“ The question as to the ethics of extending 
the hope of one policy holder that his pros- 
perity will be increased through the mis- 
fortune of another policy holder is purely 
academic and need not be discussed here. As 
éach policy holder understood the conditions 
and accepted them with the hope that he 
would be in the fortunate class, he seeming- 
ly would be estopped from complaint if events 
forced him into the unfortunate class. | 


Evil in System Seen. 
** But,-entirely aside from this question as 
between the individual policy holders, there 
can be no doubt concerning the at least po- 


ferred distribution possesses. i 
‘When annual dividends are paid the 
policy holder has an immediate and yearly 
recurring check upon the operations of his 
company. He is enabled and is quite apt 
to compare his results with those of his ac- 
quaintances insured in other companies; Ex- 
travagance in management and errors in in- 
vestments are at once reflected In decreased 
dividends or impaired surplus. Ly 
' On the other hand, the holder of a twenty 
year distribution period policy has no know!l- 
edge whatever concerning the earnings of his 
policy until the expiration of the twenty 
years. He cannot make comparisons with 
the results in other companies because he 
‘does not know the results in his own case. 
He entertains hope for nineteén years, and 
if dissatisfied, with the realization at the end 
of twenty years it is futile for him to protest. 
The incident is closed, | 
** These conditions are mentioned for this 
purpose—to illustrate the possibility _of de- 
ferred distribution policy leading the society 
into a generally lax method of doing its busi- 
ness. The annual dividend company i¢ held 
to accountability every year, The deferred 
dividend company is never held to acepunta- 
bility by the body of its policy holders and 
is so held by its individual policy holders only 
when their opportunity for action has passed. 


Misapprehension of Surplus, 
“This absence of accountability makes 
possible the pursuit of rapidity of growth at 
undue cost, because the effect of that cost 
is not felt by the policy holder until, as said 
before, it is too late for his availing protest. 


tentiality of evil which this system of de- . 


-Another embarrassing outgrowth from the 


deferred dividend system is the popular mis- 
apprehension of the so-called surplus, 

The society’s published’ report shows a 
surplus on Dec. 31, 10904, of $80,794,269, 
and popular csentiment demands that this 
sum be divided among the policy hold- 
ers. There is even seen a discussion 
of the ownership of the surplus as between 
policy holders and stockholder# As a mat- 
ter of fact, the actual surplus of the society 
on Dec. 31, 1904, was approximately $10,200,- 
000. Of thee balance, $6,750,000 was appor- 
tioned for dividends payable in 1906, and 
$03,800,000 is merely as reserve against fu- 
ture contingent Hability. That is, it is the 
amount which has been earned by the total 
number of deferred dividend policies, and 
which becomes a direct liability as each in- 
dividual policy matures. | 

‘The soliciting agents of those companies 
which write almost exclusively deferred 
dividend policies habitually state that the 
superiority of that form of policy is demon- 
strated by th® fact that the public invaria- 
bly zelects it In preference to the annual 
dividend policy. As bearing on this state- 
‘ment it is of some interest to know that the 
Equitable society allows its agents commits- 
sione and ,.xpenses of 50 per cent of the 
first premium on deferred dividend policies, 
while it allows them but 25 per cent on an- 
nual: dividend policies. ‘ 

“The general policy of the society having 
been diverted from is true course, it is hard- 
ly to be wordered at that there is found 
throughout its official pérsonnel a sort ‘of 
moral obliqueness—a condition where per- 
sonal gain seems at times to be the para- 
mount idea. It is this which has led your 
committee to find that the society's transac- 
tions with outside concerns have been placed
